DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4, 6-7, 9-21 are allowed (renumbered as 1-19). 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest, in the claimed combination, a wind power 
installation positioned on a ground and having a machine housing fitted to a pylon, the 
machine housing including a rotor and a generator connected thereto, the wind power 
installation comprising: a flight lighting arrangement which produces a light that is visible 
from a distance; and a cover configured to substantially prevent the light from the from 
impinging on the ground in a region of more than within approximately 2000 m around 
the wind power installation, independently of an azimuth angle of the wind power 
installation.
